ACTIVISTS AND SECURITY OFFICERS. SPOT SEARCHES OF VEHICLES 
HA/E CONTINUED, AND ROUNOUPS OF' DRAFT-AGE YOUTHS NAY HAVE 
BEGUN AGAIN. TRAVELERS REPORT AN INCREASE IN FIGHTING IN 

THE PROVINCES. ESPECIALLY IN ANO AROUND THE MAJOR CITIES OF

ON THE HA GOVERNMENT IN PAKISTAN. THE OISMISSAL OF SOMEi MFA 
OFFICERS, THE TRANSFER ABROAD OF OTHERS ANO RUMORS OF FURTHER 
SHIFTS MAY INDICATE A PURGE OF THE MINISTRY. EMBASSY OFFICERS

3. KABUL HAS REMAINED RELATIVELY QUIET DURING THE PAST FEU 
DAYS. ONLY ONE OR TMO INCIDENTS OF GUNFIRE HAVE BEEN OBSERVED 
AND THE NIGHTLY DISPLAYS OF FLARES AND TRACER SHELLS HAVE NOT 
BEEN SEEN. THE ASSASSINATIONS OF LOU-LEVEL PARTY UORKERS 

AND MILITARY AND POLICE OFFICERS HAVE CONTINUED, HQUEVER. . ONE 
AFGHAN CONTACT INFORMED US .AUGUST 2S OF AN ATTACK HE HlTNESSEO 
EARLY THAT MORNING ON A MILITARY JEEP BY A GROUP OF ARMEO 
MEN IN A KABUL SUBURB. THE DRIVER MAS. SHOT DEAD ANO SIX 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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UNIFORHEO PASSENGERS UERE TAKEN AHAY IN ANOTHER VEHICLE. HE 
HAS OETAINED FOR TUO HOURS UHlLE SOVIET ANO AFGHAN TROOPS UN-

BROKE INTO A MATERIALS SHED AT A DEFENSE MINISTRY CONSTRUCTION 
BATTALION CAMP NEAR PUL-I-CHARKI ON AUGUST 2S ANO STOLE 
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LARGE AMOUNTS OF DYNAMITE, BLASTING CAPS ANO SEVERAL TRIGGERING

5. POLICE AND SOVIET MILITARY SPOT SEARCHES OF VEHICLES HAVE 
CONTINUEO. (EHBOPFS UERE STOPPED BY SOVIET TROOPS AUGUST* 
26, BUT WAVED ON AFTER A CURSORY CHECK. ON AOGUST 27 NFA? 
PROVIOEO IDENTIFY CARDS TO ALL BUT TMO MEMBERS OF THE EMBASSY 
STAFF.) TUO OFTEN-RELIABLE AFGHAN SOURCES INFORMED: US ON 3 
AUGUST 26 AND 27 THAT AFGHAN POLICE AND MILITARY PRESS GANGS 
ARE AGAIN ROUNDING UP YOUNG HEN IN THE CITY FOR INDUCTION: INTO 
THE ARMY. THE MINISTRY OF NATIONAL DEFENSE FORCED ITS STAFF 

TO DONATE BLOOO FOB UOUNOEO TROOPS AUGUST 27. AN AFGHAN SOURCE 
QUOTED. AN ARHY OFFICER AS SAYING THE MILITARY HOSPITAL INI KABUL 
NEEDS 60 LITERS OF BLOOD A DAY, ANO THAT ALL SOLDIERS ARE;- 
BEING ASKED FOR DONATIONS. . ; 

6. SEVERAL TRAVELERS FROM OUTLYING AREAS HAVE REPORTED OFTEN 
HEAVY FIGHTING IN ALMOST EVERY PART OF THE COUNTRY. (THEIR 
STORIES ARE OFTEN SUPPORTEO, ALBEIT INADVERTENTLY,- BY CLAIMS 
OF OBA VICTOBIES OVER "BANDITS- IN THE LOCAL MEDIA.) THERE 
HAVE BEEN MANY ACCOUNTS OF CONTINUING FIGHTING IN THE WESTERN 
CITY OF HERAT DESPITE SOVIET AND AFGHAN ATTEMPTS TO ASSERT 
CONTROL OVER IT. WE HAVE HEARD FOUR SEPARATE VERSIONS OF WHAT 
WAS RUMORED TO BE A HEAVY SOVIET BOMBING ATTACK ON THE CENTER 
OF HERAT SOMETIME LAST WEEK, BUT HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO CONFIRM 
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ANY OF~THEH. EACH ACCOUNT TOLD OF A BOMB KILLING HUNOREOS OF 
CIVILIANS IN OB NEAB A CENTRAL MOSQUE. 
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7. TMO CONTACTS HAVE PASSEO ALONG NEKS OF FIGHTING BETWEEN 
RESISTANCE FORCES AND AFGHAN ANO SOVIET TROOPS IN KANDAHAR 
DURING THE PAST WEEK. HUNDREOS OF AFGHAN AND OOZENS OF 
SOVIET TROOPS ARE SAID TO HAVE BEEN KILLED IN THE FIGHTING 
(BUT LITTLE IS MENTIONED ABOUT HJUAHEOOIN CASUALTIES).

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SEVERAL GOVERNMENT BUILOINGS ARE RUMOREO TO HAVE BEEN PUT

».-. REPORTS FROM JALALABAD INDICATE THAT THE CITY ANO THE 
SURROUNDING COUNTRYSIDE CONTINUED TO SUFFER DISRUPTIONS AS 
A RESULT OF HUJAHEOOIN ATTACKS. THE ROAD BETHEEN KA8UL ANO 
JALALABAD HAS BEEN OPEN ONLY SPORADICALLY FOR THE PAST- TEN 
DAYS, AND -SERVANTS TELL US THAT THE REASON FOR. A DROP IN 
THE PRICES OF MELONS IS THAT THE TRUCKS OFTEN CANNOT (JET 
THROUGH TO PAKISTAN. SEVERAL OTHER SOURCES HAVE ASSERTED

TO. SEVERAL HOULD-BE REFUGEES HAVE TOLD EMBOFFS THAT THE
